If they obey the summons they are kept 
waiting a whole day before being permit- 
ted to testify, if thuy refuse to give evi- 
dence they aro iinprisoiu-d, so I list in 
either case they aro absent fruin their 
homes when tho bailiffa arrive, Halimu' 
has given inatructiona that tho Cocreioii 
-Vet must bo carried out with 
tho utmost vigor, and his orders 
are being literally obeyed. It ia 
exiHicted that tho military will be called 
upon to iiHO tlieir riHes in the eiiilc-avur to 
iject the (;i;inricaid teiiinils, as all the 
liouses on the estate aro strongly liarri- 
c ided and the occupaiita armed.

Our ciintumporary poea on to argue 
that liecatise chart or.'i have heon grtinted 
iii.some men who dcsireil III n«o them for 
tho ]imjiiiso of .sjiociilation, therefon' 
chart or.s .sliiiiild not uiidorany circumBian- 
cos be given to any men. This argnmont 
has ineioly to be stated to prove its un- 
sound uess. To show our readers that wo 
are not misrepresenting iho Netvs-Admr- 
tiser, we will quote its own words: "Wo 
are ignorant," itsays, "of who tho parties 
are in whose behalf the application is 
made. Tho knowledge, did wo possess il, 
could. Iiowovcr, Inivo no Iiearing on the 
niiitlcr or ciuiKi: ii.s tu refrain from 0|)poK- 
ing a iiieiiauru which cannot fail to 
be dofcrimeutal to the iotoresU of the 



province." No condemnation' bquld be 
more svfeeping than this. If it can bo 
shown that the proposed road will open 
up a very large extent of oountry which 
is now lying waste for want of railroad 
communication; if it can bo proved, as it 
oiisily can be, that this road will mako 
availiiblo for aettloniunt a very huve ex- 
tent of tho tincst agricultural land in tho 
provinco, that it will mako splendid 
forests accoasible, and tlnit it will bring 
a rich mining region, whoao capabilities 
can now only h9 gueased at, witliia the 
reach of miners and capitalists from every 
part of the world, and that it will connect 
British Columbia with the railway system 
of tho rest of tho continent, yet, accord- 
ing to tho jVcici Aihertiser, granting a 
charter to build it " cannot fail to bo det- 
rimental to tho Ijest interests of the pro- 
vinco." What aensihlo man will lijtcn to 
our conteiiiporiuy's hasty decision upheld, 
it ia true, by u good many words, but by 
nothing that has even the appearance of 
an argument. 

Our Vancouver contompnrary proceeds 
on the assumption that the men who com- 
poao tho Logislaturo of the provinco are a 
sot of lirat-class idiots, lie takes it, for 
granted that they ilo not know hiiw 
to draw up ,a charter, and that they are 
willing to be the willing dupes nf any set 
of schemers who may apply to ihom fur 
privileges. Tho men who form the Legiala- 
ture are not so wanting in common sense 
and business ability as theNetoa-Advertisi i- 
supposes. It is not difficult for them to 
grant the applicants a charter aa th.it, if 
ita terms aro not atrictly fnllilleihit will lie 
worthlena to those will I )io.ssess it. Tlie 
hnida idong the line nt tho projected 
rotul aro at present (if litth^ or no iiao to 
the province. They cini only ho niaile 
valualilo by being opened up liy riulro.-idH. 
Tho province ia not rich enough to l)uild 
the road, and if it was it would bo ques- 
tionable if it would bo good policy to build 
it as a government work. If then it can 
tind a company willing to construct it 
within a reasonable time for a roasntialile 
subsidy in what, until the road is con- 
structed is worthless or nearly worthless 
laud, it would ho fuoliah in tho extreme 
to 1(180 tho opportunity. Tho province 
takea no riak. It incur.s no debt. It 
merely givea a company the opportunity 
to build a roiid which will bo uf incalciil- 
iible value to tlio inhabitants of liritish 
Columbia for all time to come. If that 
company succeeds in building the road 
the province tvill be very greatly tho 
gainer. If it fail, its inhabitants will be 
no worao oil' than they are now. If the 
company fultils the cunilitioii.^ uf its char- 
ter they will have tho rotid 
and the com|)any will have the 
land subsidy; if it cannot carry nut its 
scheme to a siiccea-ful isauo the province 
will have tho laud but must wait fo:- tlu^ 
road. Wo do not think that outside of 
tho News Advertiser (jllice, and ono or two 
offices besides, there is a man in British 
Columbia who will not say at once that a 
railroad from Yellowhead Pass to the 
northern terminus of the Eaquimnult and 
N'anaimn railway will be to the people of 
British Cnlutnbia well wmtha hand.siiine 
subsidy in the laud aluiig the tr.ick. Not 
the least of the adv.anlages uf that line 
would lie tluit it wmdil give the Jienple of 
llu! jirovince a line that would bo ,a com- 
potit r of tho Canadian Pacilic. That il 
would do this is perhaps why our contem- 
porary hastens to oppose it before it 
knows who the men are that are apply int; 
for a charter and what advantages the pro 
posed line is calculated to confer on 
British Ccdumbia. It will see on reflec- 
tion that it has shown its hand too soon. 
It ought, if it were only for decency aake, 
h;ive put on the appcaranco of somothiug 
like iiniiartiality. It should asiume a vir- 
tue thougti it has it not. 

CDSTOMS 'reform. 

'I'he (jnestion of ('usioiiis liefnrm is 
one that is agitating tho mercantile cnm- 
m unity from one end of the Dominion tn 
the other. Ho honest merchant wants 
smuggling made easy. The smuggler not 
only cheats the revenue, but is his most 
dangerous compt'titnr. lie compotes 
with him on unfair terms, and therefore 
he wants to have him ]iut down 
and kept down. iliit he dues 
not want the idliceis of (,'natoms 
on puitense of ]irevi;niirig smiiL'gling to 
bo allowed to worry and animy hmi, ami 
put him to needless expense, lie does 
not wish to aue a Hystein maintained 
which encourages Customs oflicials tn 
levy contributions on him for thoir own 
benefit, and although he may have done 
all that was required of him by the de- 
partment, to have his integrity called in 
ipieslion miiiiths, ond perhaps years, after 
llie transactions woro c jinpletod, which 
at flic time were considored at the Cus- 
tem 1 louse porfectl3- f.air, and accnrding 
to rule. Tho injustice with v.'hieh lioiiust 
merchants arc treated at tho Cu.stom 
House and the abuse to wliicli tho aystein 
of giving tho olhcers a sharo of tho jiro- 
coeds of goods seized aro forcibly set 
forth in the following extract from a late 
number of the Toronto Mati ; 

The great Customs question, however, 
tw-iaes out of the treatment accorded to 
merchants, and tho temptations that are 
placed in tho way of oflicora to bo arbit- 
rary and unfair. \Vha(, is the pnsitii in of 
the merchants lie brings his goods into 
ihe country and pioseuts his invoieo, in- 
dicating tile cost np(jn which them/ val- 
oi-i III duty is assessable, in goml faith. 
Tho Customs ollicials may accept the valu- 
ation as given by tho merchant or they 
may raiao the value for the purim.se of 
calcidiiling the duty. Whi:llier tlu? value! 
aa declared, ho accepted or raisi'd, the of- 
licials may, aftei' immlha or even years 
have elapsed, recall their (leciHinn, phice a 
higher vt.liie upon their goods, and de- 
mand a further duty. Meantime, i)er- 
haps, tho goods have been sold, the price 
being regulated in part by the amount of 
duty paid. In such a caao tho morchant 
practically hna to pay tho addi- 
tional duty out <if his own poeket. 
The merchant is, Iiiiw(!ver, not, only lialih' 
to he called nj)!!!! at, any lime to pay an 
addilioiiid duty, but his business atl'air.s 
are subject to inspectinn by the (iiliceiH 
whenever they may oxpreaa a desire to 
enquire into tliom. Ilo innstgivo up Ins 
books, letters, and invoices to tlio ollieials 
when rocpiired, and having surrendered 
lliCBo ho is com|ielle(l, ifachargoof un- 
dervaluation ia brought against liim, to 
prove himsulf innocent without their aa- 
sistanco. h'ow inorelianla, met by tho 
full ationgth of the (iovernmenli ond' de- 
prived of the documents neooeasary to 
their defenoo, oati resisb an attaok from 



t^iQ Oustonis Department. When, in ad- 
dition, it is moutiontid that the depart- 
ment baudaomely rewards those who will 
testify against the lirni it ia usaiiiliug, it 
will be seeu that ita chancea of victmy aro 
far h tter than tho.se of the nierchant, 
who certainly would not be allowed to hire 
evidence for Iho defence. It may bo well 
to note now the |)o8ition of tho ollicor as 
comiiared with that of tho merchant. The 
otiicer can assess the value of the goods 
for duty, and can afterwards seize them 
for undervaluation. Ho can also soi/.o 
tho books, letters and invoicos. Hav- 
ing done all this, lio can mako a 
charge of undorvidu.ation, and call 
upon tho iiiorehaut tu prove 
himsolf innocent. If tho uiorchaut 
fail to establish his innocence, tho goods 
aro confiscated and sold or a fino ia ini- 
poaod. In either case tho officer receivea 
a largo share of the proceeds. If tho 
merchant ahow himself to bo innocent 
the only loss the ollicor incm-.s i.s the share 
of the iiliiiider he had been lonking for, 
for his salary in the ilcpiirtinent has been 
going on (luring the time he has beoti in 
pursuit of the merchant, and all the ex- 
penses and law costs ho has incurred are 
paid by the government. 

The arrangement, it will bo observed, 
favors the odicer and places the mercliant 
tit a disadviinlag(\ It is to this .system, 
which is fi'aughl. with so many dangers to 
honest trade, iind to which no rarlianiout 
in any (jtbor civilized count ry would con- 
sent, that tho Midi lias objected. With 
regard to smuggling, it can only bo said 
that the tariff fosters tho olFence and that 
the minister is bonnd to undo what the 
tarilfdoea. 

Thu i|uestion ia not a party nne. No iimt- 
ter wliiit party is in power, tho system 
works in tho same way and produces tlio 
same results. It may be difficult to find 
a remedy for the ovils complained of, but 
that is no reason why a remedy should 
not be sought for and applied.

"Vou ought to bo ashauiud of yourself, 
sir. To take a Bible in your hand, and 
then swear to a blanked lie, sir 1 ! ! ' The 
prisoner leipiesting a roinand until ho 
ei.iild produce the proprietor of the 
"White llor.se" .Saloon, the court took a 
rest and proceeded to dispose of other 
cases. 

Emma Smith, on remand, charged with 
kee|iiiig a hoiiaoof ill-fame, was fined §"J5, 
and I'^dward Smith, a similar amount for 
being a frei|uentor. 

"Topsey" was next called, charged 
with being an inmate of a hoiiau of ill- 
fame; and a protty little blonde of some 
eight, en summers, took her stand behind 
the Superintendent's chair. She was not 
like the majority of the great nnwaahed 
who emne liefore tho Cadi of the police 
court to .aiiauer for their niiadeeda.
